1. One of the largest gaps that exist relative to the Soviet 
Union is in the field of Tactical Atomic Weapons. Specific all y, 
basic information on questions such as "what type of weapons do they 
have? Where are these weapons located within the Army structure? 
What are their probable effects? What are their ranges and maneuver- 
ability characteristics?" is completely inadequate. Without sound 
information on these essential questions, counter measures are 
correspondingly inadequate.
